which each Mad to deal. In order to facilltate
the work the request of the governor wan for-
mulated in three guestions, as [bllows:

Flrst—I1s the Instit far the Denf, loeatad
gl Omahe, of the same genernl claxa or char-
acter an that of the Nebraska Institute
the Blind, localod at Nobraska City? 1 ask
the guesilon with referenpe 1o the general
management, control and supervision of these
ingtitutionn

Bceconidl—Is the lustitutlon for the Deal, lo-
eateill at Omaba, an edoeational institute
within the meaning of section 19, artlle v. of
the canstitotion? The section reads “The

commissioner of publie landa und bulldings,
the secretary of state, treawurer and attornny
goneral shall form a board, whicl shall have
general mupervision and control of all the
bulldings, grouds and lands of the state, the
ptate prison, aeyloms and other Institutions
Lhiersof, except thoss for edueationnl purposes,
and shall perform such duties and be subjpet
to #nch rules and rogulations as may be pre-
geribed by law."

Third ~In the dishuraements of publle fonds
by the Iegislature for the various stiate in-
wtitutions, hus the Board of Public Lands
and Bulldings the approval of clalms and
stiporvisory conitrol over the expenditures for
Institutions other than thoke over which It
has control, As mentloned In section 1, article
vil, chapter &3, Compiled Btatules?

In effect the opinion of the attorney gen-
eral, which ‘s & lengthy document, answers
the three questions by saying that the

Omaba Institiute for the Deaf is an asylum
and doess not come within the meaning of the
term educationnl Institute,

In hig varlous definitions quoted the af-
tarney general says an asylum Is “inviolate
shelter,”” *‘a place of amelloration and secur-
fty,”” “an Institution for receiving, main-
talping and as far as possible amellorating
the eondition of persons suffering from bodily
defects, ments]l maladies and other misfor-
tuntes, aw an asylum for the deaf, for the
insane, ote.” The last definifion 1s from the
Century cyclapedia.

The attorney general guotes a great many
anthorities in support of his position He
also directs attentlon to the that the
leglslatura of 1877, which passed the law
anthorizing the Hoard of Publle Lands amd
Bulldings to have charge of state (nstitutions,
was largely composed of ex-members of the
1876 constitutional convention, He says that
lia has been led to put the same construction
upon the definition of the term asyium which
they did. He also quotes a declsion of the
supreme court, compoered of Chief Justice
Lake and Justices Maxwell and Gsuli, In which
the two former hold that the Institute for
the Deaf at Omaha 8 not an educational fn-
stitution. Justice Gault filed a dissenting
opinion at the time,
